Incident Summary 


On Monday, April 8, 2019 at approximately 0600hrs, Deputy Luis Garcia informed Sgt. Ardoin he had an 
accidental discharge of his department issued Taser 2. Deputy Garcia reported he was preparing for his duty 
shift and began getting dressed in his uniform with his equipment. Deputy Garcia was located inside of the 
garage at his residence in Orlando. As part of department policy, Deputy Garcia turned on his Department 
issued X2 Taser, serial number X29007KYM in preparation to spark text. Deputy Garcia stated he lost grip of 
the X2 Taser and quickly grasped the Taser's handle grip. Deputy Garcia inadvertently and accidentally 
pressed on the trigger causing a cartridge (C6203TRPR) to detonate. The Taser probes launched into the 
mirror and weight bench located inside of his home garage. There was no damage to the mirror or weight 
bench. No other person was present with Deputy Garcia and no injuries occurred. Deputy Garcia immediately 
notified Sgt. Ardoin, took digital photographs and placed spent cartridge into evidence. Due to Deputy Garcia 
getting dressed in preparation for his duty shift, he was not wearing his BWC. 

Sgt. Ardoin obtained digital photographs of the garage area where the accidental discharge occurred. The 
photographs have been submitted. Based upon the information obtained by Deputy Garcia, Sgt. Ardoin 
determined the discharge of the X2 Taser to have been accidental. 

Policy Violation: 26.2.97 Careless Handling of Equipment - Not Resulting in Damage/Loss - Employees shall 
utilize VCSO/County equipment for its intended purpose in accordance with established procedures and shall 
not use said equipment in a careless manner. 

SUSTAINED: Based on the investigation, Sgt. Ardoin determined Deputy Garcia handled his Taser 2 in a 
careless manner thereby causing the accidental discharge. Deputy Garcia will receive an Employee 
Performance Notice for AREA OF UNSATISFACTORY PERFORMANCE in the use of handling equipment.
